On  a  June  15th  Saturday  night 
inside  Walter  Sillers  Coliseum  players, 
friends  and  fans  paid  tribute  to  one  of 
the  greatest  men  and  one  of  the  great- 
est coaching  careers  in  collegiate  bas- 
ketball history.  By  all  accounts  it  was 
an  appropriate  send-off  for  a  man  that 
has  been  king  of  the  court  in  women's 

/basketball  for  almost  20  years.  I 
regret  that  I  wasn't  there  due  to  an  ill- 
ness in  my  family,  so  with  apologies, 
I'll  take  my  turn  now. 

Lloyd  Clark  is  an  American  hero. 
H6  once  admitted  to  me  that  he  some- 
times gets  misty-eyed  during  the  star- 
spangled  banner.  That's  the  stuff 
heroes  are  made  of. 

Clark  could  have  been  a  great  gen- 
|eral.   His  courtside  demeanor  could 
easily  have  been  taken  from  George  S. 
Patton's  method  of  motivating  the 
First  Army  as  it  marched  through 
World  War  II  Europe.  Blood  and  guts 
for  sure,  but  lots  of  hugs  we  the  public 

rnever^^w.  And  like  Patton's  charges, 
Clark's  Lady  Statesmen  laid  every- 
thing on  the  line  for  him  during  battle. 
And  like  Patton's,  Clark's  soldiers 
won  and  won  big. 

Clark  caught  the  American  dream. 
He  once  worked  as  a  meter  reader  and 
later  as  a  lineman  for  the  power  com- 
pany. He  worked  nights  at  a  factory^^ 
and  a  tire  store  while  he  was  finishing 
his  degree  at  Delta  State.

Clark  remembered  where  he  came' 
from.  Bom  and  raised  in  Drew,  not 
20  minutes  from  the  Delta  State  cam- 
pus, he  earned  his  degree  in  1970. 
He  could  have  left  the  Delta  and 
Delta  State  for  probably  more  money 
and  prestige  on  several  occasions,  but 
he  never  did.  He  was  loyal  to  his 
home,  his  university  and  his  players 
in  a  time  where  loyalty  is,  more  often 
than  not,  a  matter  of  convenience. 

Clark  is  a  man  of  principle.  Never 
did  he  sacrifice  principles  for  victo- 
ries and  never  was  that  so  evident 
than  in  thesunset  of  his  career.  Let  it 
be  said,  that  Clark  never  wavered  on 
principles,  no  matter  how  difficult  the 
choice.  His  resolve,  and  most  impor- 
tantly what  was  right,  won  out  over 
all  else. 

Clark  is  a  counselor.  Many  of  his 
former  players  look  upon  him  as  a 
father-  figure.  At  61,  Coach  Clark  is 
still  wise  beyond  his  years.   He's 
helped  shape  the  lives  of  many 
ductive  members  of  society.

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Clark  will  be  missed.  His  girls 
always  seemed  to  find  their  way  back 
to  his  comer  office  in  Sillers.   Sixty  of 
them  found  their  way  back  to  honor 
him  on  this  Saturday  night.  You'll 
never  meet  a  Lady  Statesmen  player 
that  ju,st  likes  Coach  Clark.  They  all 
love  him,  and  they'll  tell  you  so.

Construction  begins 

The  Mississippi  Legislature 
recently  approved  the  issuances  of 
$9.8  million  in  general  obligation 
bonds  for  the  construction  of  a 
43,000  square  foot  Student 
Services  and  Administration 
Building. 

Construction  on  the  two-story 
structure,  to  be  located  north  of 
Highway  8  between  Walter  Sillers 
Coliseum  and  the  Hugh  Ellis 
Walker  Alumni  and  Foundation 
House,  began  June  18. 

Billy  Morehead,  Vice  President 
of  Business  Affairs,  says  the  new 
building  will  house  student  servic- 
es, including  Enrollment  Services, 
Admissions,  Registrar,  Financial 
Aid,  Bursar,  and  Continuing 
Education,  as  well  as  the 
University's  administrative  offices. 

Dr.  David  Potter,  President,  says 
"we  are  looking  forward  to  provid- 
ing our  basic  student  services  in 
one  location.  This  building  will  be 
a  tremendous  asset  to  our  campus." 

During  construction,  two  portions 
of  the  north  campus  will  be  closed 
to  the  public.  According  to 
Morehead,  the  parking  lots  in  front 
of  the  Alumni  building  and  the  east 
side  of  the  Coliseum  will  be  closed. 
The  walking  track  and  use  of  the 
old  Delta  Field  football  stadium 
will  also  be  closed.  A  new  parking 
lot  will  be  built  as  part  of  the  proj- 
ect and  should  be  completed  by  the 
beginning  of  the  2003  basketball 
season. 

Constmction  should  be  complet- 
ed by  January  2004.

Dr.  Luther  Brown,  Director  of  the 
Delta  Center  for  Culture  and 
Learning,  states  the  mission  of  the 
Center  is  to  pro- 
mote a  broad 
understanding  of 
the  history  and 
culture  of  the 
Mississippi  Delta. 

"One  way 
that  the  Center 
tries  to  do  this  is 
by  working  with 
classes  that  visit  the  area  from  other 
universities.  In  some  cases,  these 
classes  come  to  DSU  specifically 
because  they  are  invited  to  the 
Center,"  he  says,  adding,  "in  other 
cases,  schools  have  offered  courses 
focused  on  Delta  culture  for  years 
without  any  contact  with  Delta 
State." 

For  example,  the  University  of 
Virginia  offers  a  class  on  the  blues 
lyrics  of  Robert  Johnson,  and  The 
University  of  Pennsylvania  has 
offered  a  lengthy  field  trip  through 
the  Delta  on  several  occasions,  but 
neither  school  has  had  contacts  with 
DSU  in  the  past. 

As  the  Delta  Center  becomes  bet- 
ter known  around  the  United  States, 
more  and  more  classes  that  study  the 
Delta  are  taking  advantage  of  its 
ability  to  help  arrange  field  trips. 

Recently,  the  Delta  Center  hosted  a 
group  of  1 7  students  from  the 


University  of  Michigan,  who  stayed 
in  the  Delta  for  three  days.  Their 
history  class,  which  focused  on  the 
civil  rights  activities  of  the  1960's, 
had  not  intended  to  stop  in  the 
Delta  at  all,  but  members  changes 
their  plans  after  hearing  about  the 
Delta  Center,"  Brown  explains. 

A  graduate  Landscape 
Architecture  class  from  Harvard 
diverted  from  its  planned  itinerary, 
and  spent  the  afternoon  in 
Cleveland  so  that  the  students  could 
learn  more  about  the  Delta  as  part 
of  their  study  of  the  Mississippi 
River.  After  learning  about  it 
through  the  Delta  Center,  the  stu- 
dents attended  the  Greenville 
gallery  opening  for  Delta  State 
artist  Kathleen  Robbins. 

"The  Harvard  students'  instructor, 
Anu  Mathur,  is  the  author  of  one  of 
the  texts  that  is  used  in  the  Delta 
State  class.  The  River,  and  their 
whole  class  was  very  enthusiastic 
after  learning  of  this  class,"  says 
Brown,  who,  along  with  Dr.  Henry 
Outlaw  and  Dorothy  Shawhan, 
serves  as  instructors  of  The  River 
class.  Mathur  says  that  next  year's 
group  would  spend  more  time  at 
DSU  so  its  members  could  interact 
with  our  students. 

A  class  of  15  recently  arrived 
from  Vanderbilt  University  on  a 
service  learning  expedition.  They 
had  not  intended  to  stay  in 


Cleveland,  but  changed  their  plans 
and  spent  a  week  after  they  heard 
about  the  Delta  Center  and  its  serv- 
ice learning  initiatives. 

"The  Delta  Center  will  continue  to 
recruit  new  classes  and  learning 
groups  to  the  Delta.  We  are  working 
with  a  class  on  River  Ecology  from 
Cedarcrest  College  in  Pennsylvania, 
and  hope  to  present  another  version 
of  the  Blues  class  that  George 
Mason  University  has  sent  to  the 
Deha  previously,"  he  continues. 

"All  of  these  courses  allow  stu- 
dents to  experience  the  issues,  places 
and  people  that  they  would  other- 
wise simply  read  about  or  be  told 
about  during  lectures,"  he  says,  and 
it  is  this  kind  of  learning  that  is 
always  more  exciting  because  of  its 
intense  irrunediacy.  It  provides  a 
more  memorable  and  more  diverse 
encounter  with  the  topics  understudy 
than  the  normal  classroom,  and  it  is 
also  a  good  way  for  those  who  live 
in  the  Delta  to  tell  our  region's  story. 

This  is  also  good  for  Delta  State 
because  it  leads  to  interaction  and 
potential  engagement  with  other 
schools  around  the  nation.  This  con- 
nection may  have  benefits  to  our 
own  faculty  and  students,  and  at  a 
minimum,  it  brings  recognition  and 
credibility  to  our  programs.

Dr.  John  C.  Merrill,  a  1949 
graduate  of  Delta  State,  has  been 
named  the  Park  Distinguished 
Visiting  Professor  at  the 
University  of  North  CaroHna  at 
Chapel  Hill  for  the 
spring  2003  semester. 
He  is  scheduled  to 
teach  a  graduate  semi- 
nar on  media  ethics. 
Merrill  is  a  interna- 
tionally recognized 
expert  on  media 
ethics.  A  discussion  of 
some  of  his  ideas  can 
be  found  in  a  text 
used  now  by  journal- 
ism students  at  Delta 
State. 

Merrill,  who  studied  English 
and  history  at  Delta  State,  taught 
journalism  and  philosophy  for  50 
years,  26  of  them  at  the 
University  of  Missouri,  before  he 
retired  in  2000.

The 
film  was  nominated  for  an  Oscar, 
and  won  an  award  for  excellence  in 


cinematography  at  the  Sundance 
Film  Festival.  It  is  increasingly 
being  used  as  a  workshop  tool  by 
professionals  working  for  commu- 
nity action  agencies, 
Barnes  says. 
"Until  we  address 
the  household, 
we're  not  going  to 
be  able  to  properly 
teach  the  child," 
Barnes  said  during  a 
recent  interview, 
explaining  what  cru- 
cial points  the  film 
touches  on.  He  also 
stressed  problems 
within  public 
schools  in 
Mississippi,  such  as  "the  lack  of 
adequate  and  certified  teachers  . . . 
and  the  lack  of  sufficiently 
equipped  libraries  in  schools." 

"Under  these  conditions,  it  is 
extremely  difficult  to  educate  a 
young  child,"  Banies  said.

Ruth  Ann  Lopez  is  making  substance  of 
her  dreams,  nursing  cancer  patients  during  12- 
hour  shifts  at  the  Greenwood  (Miss.)  Leflore 
Hospital. 

"I  just  really  didn't  think  1  was  going  to  do 
that  right  after  school,"  she  says,  explaining 
she  wanted  to  work  with  oncology  patients  but 
thought  she  would  have  to  wait  awhile  for  the 
opportunity.  So  she  commutes  from  Cleveland 
to  Greenwood  and  back,  offering  vital  support 
to  patients  fighting  for  their  lives. 

Lopez,  who  graduated  in  May  2002  with  a 
degree  in  nursing,  has  known  from  childhood 
what  vocation  she  would  choose.  She  drew 
inspiration  from  her  grandmother,  Augustina 
Lopez  of  Merigold,  who  worked  as  a  "sitter," 
caring  for  the  ill. 

"Oh,  yes.  I've  always  known  that,"  Lopez 
replies  in  a  heartbeat,  when  asked  if  she  had 
any  idea  what  major  she  wanted  to  pursue 
when  she  started  college.  "I've  always  known 
what  I  wanted  to  do."  These  words  spring 
lightly,  cheerfully  through  the  telephone  con- 
nection, from  a  young  woman  who  confesses 
later  in  an  interview  that  she  is  uncomfortable 
talking  so  much  about  herself. 

Lopez'  desire  to  tend  to  the  critically 
afflicted  is  encouraging  in  itself,  but  there  is 
more:  She  is  the  first  of  her  immediate  family 
to  graduate  from  college.  Her  story  is  evidence 
that  Delta  State,  now  77  years  old,  continues 
to  reach  out  to  students  and  families  not  previ- 
ously served  by  Mississippi's  institutions  of

certain  "positive- 
ness"  often 
results  when  a 
student  becomes 
the  first  member 
of  his  or  her 
family  to  earn  a 

inn  and  her  grandmother  CoUegC  degree. 

"It  gives 
incentive  to  the  others  (in  the  family)  who  may  not 
have  thought  that  college  was  for  them,"  Gong  says. 
She  points  out,  however,  that  the  availability  of  finan- 
cial assistance  is  often  a  crucial  element  in  a  student's 
attempt  to  become  the  first  college  graduate,  or  a 
member  of  the  first  generation  of  college  graduates, 
produced  by  a  family. 

Delta  State,  like  universities  and  colleges  through- 
out the  nation,  offers  various  forms  of  public  finan- 
cial assistance,  as  well  as  scholarships  endowed  by 
private  donors.  While  public  aid  speaks  for  the  depth 
of  the  nation's  commitment  to  making  higher  educa- 
tion broadly  available,  the  bonds  between  private 
donors  and  deserving,  students  can  be  the  wellsprings 
of  special  friendships.  The  interest  that  Robert  E. 
Smith,  a  Cleveland-area  retired  fai-mer,  has  taken  in 
Lopez'  academic  progress  is  a  handy  example. 

Smith,  who  serves  onthe  Board  of  Directors"  of 
the  Delta  State  University  Foundation  and  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  the  local  Wesley  Foundation,  has 
helped  provide  financial  support  for  several  Delta 
State  students,  giving  a  total  of  four  scholar-ships 
annually  to  the  university.  During  Lopez'  course  of 
study  at  DSU,  she  has  received  both  scholarship 
funds  and  additional  expense  money  to  cover  school 
costs.  She  says  Smith's  scholarship  investment  in  her

For  his  part. 
Smith  attributes

to  Delta  State  stu- 
dents to  divine  influence.  "I'm  just  doing  it  because  I 
figured  I'm  trying  to  carry  out  some  of  the  Lord's 
work,"  he  says. 

In  that  spirit  of  generosity.  Smith  shares  with 
Jimmy  Ray  pride  in  the  accomplishments  of  Lopez. 
She  worked  for  Ray,  the  proprietor  of  Delta  Cream 
Donut  Shop,  while  still  in  high  school,  and  Ray  knew 
the  youth  had  academic  aspirations. 

Ray,  whose  shop  along  Highway  61  is  a  predawn 
haven  for  those  craving  sugar,  newspapers  or  a  friend- 
ly greeting,  says  he  looks  forward  to  reading  in  these 
pages  about  his  former  employee. 

It  doesn't  take  too  much  work,  though,  to  turn  up 
stories  similar  to  that  of  Lopez.  In  Bailey  Hall,  along- 
side the  The  Quadrangle,  one  can  find  Tyrone 
Jackson,  associate  director  of  housing  and  residence  ~ 
life.  Mr.  Jackson  is  a  doctoral  candidate  and  a  verita- 
ble apostle  of  the  benefits  of  higher  education.  He  is 
also  the  first  person  in  his  immediate  family  to  gradu- 
ate from  a  university. 

"It  was  a  given,  by  my  parents,  that  I  was  going  to 
college,"  he  says,  reflecting  on  his  childhood  in  the 
riverside  town  of  Rosedale,  where  he  graduated  in 
1989  from  Rosedale  High  School.  Mi".  Jackson  also 
credits  Dr.  Ross  Story,  a  professor  of  behavioral  sci- 
ences at  Delta  State,  with  inspiring  him. 

"I  always  looked  up  to  him  ...  I  had  the  utmost 
respect  for  him,"  Jackson  says  of  Story.  In  turn. 
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Jackson  now  actively  looks  for  opportu- 
nities to  serve  as  a  role  model  for 
youngsters. 

"I  find  myself  trying  to  instill  in 
those  young  people  that  this  (the  uni- 
versity) is  the  place  you  need  to  be,"  he 
says.  "If  I  can  do  it,  they  can  do  it.  By 
no  means  was  I  always  the  smartest  one 
in  the  classroom." 

Mr.  Jackson  seems  acutely  aware 
that  students  may  be  disheartened  by 
setbacks  in  the  classroom.  "There  are 
going  to  be  obstacles  that  are  placed 
before  you,"  he  says,  but  he  emphasizes 
that  Delta  State  does  everything  it  can 
to  respond  to  students'  needs  and  prob- 
lems. 

"We  always  go  the  extra  mile," 
Jackson  says.  "When  students  come 
here,  they  are  not  just  social  security 
numbers." 

Delta  State's  size  of  4,012  students 
and  its  commitment  to  encouraging  the 
practice  of  excellent  teaching  in  under- 
graduate courses  are  among  its  most 
attractive  characteristics.  These  condi- 
tions help  to  create  an  atmosphere  of 
community  that  graduates  from  differ- 
ent eras  speak  of  independently  of  one 
another. 

Louis  Baioni,  a  Shaw  native  who 
graduated  from  Delta  State  in  the  mid- 
1950s  with  a  degree  in  business  admin- 
istration, recalls  that  he  received  "a 
great  amount  of  time  from  the  teachers" 
during  his  course  of  study.  Baioni, 
though  semi-retired,  keeps  an  active 
hand  in  business  as  CEO  and  owner  of 
Baioni  Investments,  in  Memphis,  Tenn. 
He  has  other  business  interests  as  well. 

Baioni,  who  was  a  member  of  the 
first  generation  of  children  in  his  family 
who  went  on  to  graduate  from  college, 
earned  his  Certified  Public  Accountant 
certificate  and  practiced  for  about  10 
years  as  a  public  accountant. 

"There  is  no  substitute  for  a  higher 
education,"  Baioni  says,  explaining  that 
the  measure  of  success  he  achieved  in 
business  allowed  him  to  enjoy  a  better 
life  and  give  back  to  Delta  State. 

"I  think  Delta  State's  a  great  school. 
God  only  knows  how  many  people  are 
probably  saying  the  same  thing  I  fti  say-

mg,   he  adds. 

Alben  N.  "Al"  Hopkins,  who  grad- 
uated from  Delta  State  in  the  early 
1960s  and  now  practices  law  with  the 
firm  of  Hopkins,  Barvie  and  Hopkins 
in  Gulfport,  also  commented  on  the 
"personalized  education"  he  received 
as  an  undergraduate  in  Cleveland. 

"In  fact,  many  of  the  faculty 
became  my  lifelong  friends,"  Hopkins 
says.  "One  of  my  dearest  friends  in 
my  life  was  Dr.  William  LaForge.  He 
was  one  of  the  finest  professors  I'd 
ever  been  trained  under."  LaForge,  the 
late  dean  of  arts  and  sciences,  earned 
a  reputation  among  generations  of 
Delta  State  undergraduates  for  insist- 
ing on  thorough,  rigorous  scholarship. 

Hopkins,  who  attended  Delta  State 
on  an  athletic  scholarship,  was  a  point 
guard  on  the  Statesman  basketball 
squad.  He  was  among  the  first  genera- 
tion of  his  family  to  complete  college 
degrees.  He  attributes  his  interest  in 
education  to  his  father,  who  took  col- 
lege classes  but  was  unable  to  finish  a 
degree. 

"My  father  was  extremely  interest- 
ed in  higher  education,  but  he  just 
couldn't  afford  it,"  Hopkins  said. 
What  circumstances  prevented  the 
father  from  obtaining,  however,  he 
urged  his  children  to  pursue.  Hopkins 
said  his  father  "demanded  really  that 
we  seek  higher  education." 

Thus,  the  experiences  of  Al 
Hopkins,  Louis  Baioni,  Tyrone 
Jackson  and  Ruth  Lopez  fit  into  a 
continuum,  as  aspects  of  the  unfolding 
story  of  a  still-young  university,  grow- 
ing into  the  region  it  gradually  does 
more  and  more  to  serve.  These 
accounts  highlight  the  powerful 
expectations  that  families  have  as  they 
encourage  and  invest  in  the  educations 
of  their  young,  as  well  as  the  enduring 
interest  in  giving  something  back  to 
their  alma  maters  and  their  communi- 
ties that  graduates  carry  forward  into 
their  working  lives.
